WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.--A jury 
of eight men and four women was 
selected today.to try Albert B. Fall, 
former Interior Secretary, on brib- 
ery charges growirg out of the 
Elk Hills naval oil reserve lease 
to Edward L. Doheny. 

Apparently bearing in mind the 
jury shadowing which led to a mis- 
trial in the Sinclair Teapot Dome 
case, Justice Hitz announced the 
Fall jury would be locked up. He 
said counsel had advised him the 
trial would last three weeks.

HALF OF CONVICTS 
ARE TRUSTIES IN 
COLORADO PRISUN 


System of Inspecting Cells 
Permitted | Widespread 
Smuggling of Arms by 
-Outsiders.

CANON CITY, Colo., Oct. 7.— 
The extraordinary conditions which 
made possible -Colorado’s worst 


prison. insurrection, in which five 
convicts and seven guards were 
killed, are slowly coming to light. 

Preliminary investigation has 
disclosed overfriendliness on the 
part of certain guards toward cer- 
tain desperate criminals; a systein 
of cell inspection which allowed 
convicts to hide weapons in their 
cells; and smuggling in of fire- 
arms and ammunition, possibly by 
trusties, possibly by outsiders, 

There were 1081 prisoners who 
had committed offenses*from mur- 
der in the first degree to bootleg- 
ging, registered in Canon City peni- 
tentiary at the time of the out- 
break. More than 200 convicts, 
however, were quartered on the 
penitentiary farm, several miles 
from the prison walls. 

More than half of the inmates of 
the prison were on trusty rating. 


‘That gave them unusual privileges. 


Some had the run of the prison. 
Others were privileged to work 
outside the walls. It is not possible 
to state at this time that the four 
revolvers used by Danny Daniels 
and his confederates to gain con- 
trol of the prison came from trus- 
ties. It is, however, a possibility. 
For the present many privileges 
hitherto granted. trusties terminat- 
ed, eo: 
Prison Searched for Weapons. 

Six months before the outbreak 
a rumor ran through the prison 
ttat Danny Daniels and Walter 
Holub, St. Louis, alias James Par 
due, had received weapons from 
the outside and had hidden them 
in the - jail. The prison was 
wenrcnal high and low. The con- 
crete floor of the vakery was dug 
up but the weapons were not 
found. Both Pardue and Daniels 
denied at the time that they had 
secreted any weapons. 

Warden Francis B. Crawford, in 
sifting all evidence relating to the 
jail break, has repeatedly found in- 
stances of unusual friendliness be- 
tween guards and dangerous crim .- 
inals. There are charges, even, 
of marked favors .seing shown 
these convicts before the jailbreak. 
This aspect.of the investigation has 
been so prominent that a high pris- 
on officer said: “Il know it seems 
astonishing and outlandish, but the 
pistols may bave been brought into 
the jail by friendly guards.” 

Thus far no charges* have been 
preferred against any prison guard 
ef the 20 or more surviving. Cer- 
tain guards, however, ‘will be sub-

Mitten’s will was made on Sept. 
25, six days before his body was 
found in a lake on his estate near 
Milford. 

Dr. Arthur A. Mitten, only son 
of Dr. Mitten, who was last week 
elected head of Mitten manage- 
ment, stated the provision leaving 
the bulk of the estate for the ad- 
vance of the relations of capital 
and labor was void under state 
law, which provides that no chari- 
table bequests made within 30 
days of the death of the testator 
are legal.

f ; ’ OLLOWING is the tert of Pr emier MacDon- 


ald’s address to the Senate today: 


Mr. President and Senators: I cannot say that 
these walls are unfamiliar to me. I have been 
here before; but when | sat in one of those gal- 
leries, having been brought here under the wing 
of the late Senator Hoar, destiny never whispered 
to me that one .day, before I “ceased from 
troubling,” I should stand as_I stand here and 


‘now facing you and a-sypeiving your good will and 


your honer.” - 2. 1d 

I do not know Feat I can “nay, Mr. President, 
but you are overburdening me with your kind and: 
your good wishes,. Fhe only thing that I feel is 
why have I been so jong in coming over. 

There are two functions that the Prime Min- 
ister of Great Britain fills. The first, he is the 
leader of his party, and he is the head of a party 
government, but there is a second function, far 
more important than that: He represents his 
nation. He leads not only his party but the House 
of Commons itself. In the second capacity, Mr. 
President, I am here; and I have come here in 
the second capacity because deen down ih my 
heart there is a conviction, which nothing will 
ever remove, that the many misunderstandings, 
small but so deplorably effective, that have been 
growing up and existing between us do not be- 
long to the substance of things, but belong to the 
appearance of things; and I have come, full of 
faith, to try to reduce misunderstandings to sub- 
stance, vecause I know when that can be done 
the misunderstandings will be completely 
charmed away. (Applause.) : 

“A Monument in History.” 

I have come in consequence of one great event 
that I believe will stand up like a monument in 
history. The event was the signing of the pact 


of peace in Paris—the pact of peace in the con- 


struction of which America played an honorable 
part. America, united with France, Mr. Kellogg 
alongside of M. Briand, gave the word that re- 
newed hope and renewed energy, which is en- 
couraging us to gird our loins together with more 
determination than ever before and pursue the’ 
path of peace. (Applause.) 

Where do I find the great difference that the 
signature of the pact has made? It is this: You 
signed it; we signed it; other nations signed it. 
Did they mean, when they put their names, or the 
aames. of their representatives, at the bottom of 
that pact—did they mean it to be merely an ex- 
pression on paper, or did they mean it to be a 
guiding idea in policy? We mean it to be a guid- 
ing idea in policy. (Applause.) 

Speakers in our country and speakers in your 
country innumerable have said that war between 
the United States and Great Britain is unthinka- 
My friends—excuse the lapse:

After Leaving Paris. 


PUT UNDER ARREST 
BY CHINESE TROOPS 


Mistaken for Russian and 


Detained a Week—Mean- 


while He Was Reported 
Missing.

TOKIO, Oct. 7.—Dieudonne 
Coste and Maurice Belionte, who 
have been missing a week, are safe 
in Manchuria after establishing a 
new world’s non-stop flight rec- 
ord and after a series of hazardous 
adventures including their arrest 
by Chinese soldiers who mistook 
them for Russians. 

Advices received here say the 
French flyers are near Tsitsihar, 
northwest of Harbin, Manchuria, 
where they landed Sunday, Sept. 
29. They had flown for 62 hours 
and had covered between 6500 and 
6000 miles from Le _ Bourget, 
Irance. The former non-stop dis- 
tance record was 4358 miles, held 
by the Italian flyers, Ferrarin and 


Del Prete. 

The flyers landed in a village 
north of Tsitsihar because their 
fuel was running low. They were 
mistaken for Russian military 
aviators and were held in custody 
while Gen ‘Van Fu-Lin, head of 
the Heilungkiang Provincial Gov- 
ern... ..t telegraphed to Mukden 
announcing that his troops had cap- 
tured an enemy plane-and asking 
for instructions. This expiains why 
it took a week for assurance of 
their safety to reach the outside 
world. The dispatches said that the 
aviators were living at Wan Fu- 
Lin’s mansion at  “Tsitsihar as 
guests but had not yet been per- 
mitted to proceed. 

Coste telegraphed the French 
Consul at Harbin that his plane, 
the Question Mark, . crossed the 
Manchurian border at 1 o'clock on 
the afternoon of Sept. 29 and that 
he saw the Chinese and Russia 
positions below. The scene of ‘his 
crossing was near Mahchouili, 
which has been the center of 
several encounters between Rus- 
sians and Chinese troops growing 
out of the controversy over the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. 

On the afternoon of Sept. 29 the 
French flyers crossed the Khingan 
Mountains and were compelled to 
‘land at the village of Kanchingtze, 
about 7 o’clock in the evening. 
Coste expressed disappointment 
that a shortage of fvet-prevented 
his reaching Japan. 

The French Consul arrived at 
Tsitsihar this morning and con- 
ferred with Coste after which he 
consulted Wan Fu-Lin in order to 
dissipate the misunderstanding.

chief. With the company on a 
paying basis, Mitten kept his prom- 
ise to the employes, rewarding 
them with a 10 per cent salary 
dividend from the earnings of the 
company. 

Mitten's apparent liberality to 
the employes provoked a storm in 
the company’s directorate, the re- 
sult of which was that Mitten ob- 
tained sufficient proxies to oust 
the protesting members. Today 
the Employes’ Co-Operative Wel- 
fare Association is represented on 
the board with the banking and 
other interests.

Meeting to Be Held in London, Late in Jan- 
uary—Proposal to Be Made to Suspend 
Building Till 1936. 


By the Associ -ted Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The 
State Department late today re- 
ceived from Ambassador Dawes in 
London the invitation from Great 
Britain to participate in the five- 
Power Naval Conference, to be 
heldein London in January. 

Given to the Ambassador by the 
British Foreign Office, the invita- 
tion was similar to that extended 
at the same time to Japan, France 
and Italy.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The 
first tangible result of the conver- 
sations between President Hoover 
and Premier MacDonald of Great 
Britain, looking to a better un- 
lerstanding between the United 
States and Great Britain, was the 
announcement late yesterday at the 
Presidentiai retreat in Virginia, of 
invitations t. Japan, France and 
Italy to join the American and 
British Goverrments in a confer- 
ence to limit their sea power as a 
step toward world peace. 

The text of the invitation. will 
be made public tomorrow night. 

Issuance oi the invitations was 
left to the London Foreign Office 
under the decision reached by the 
President and the Prime Minister. 
The conference is to open in Lon- 
don Monday or Tuesday of the 
third week in January. 

The conferees of the five Pow- 
ers will seek an agreement limiting 
all categories of warships not af- 
fected by the Washington treaty of 
1922. This pact imposed a gross 
tonnage limitation on capital ships 
and aircraft carriers, provided a 
10-year holiday in the construc- 
tion of battleships, and fixed a 
tonnage ratio for capital ships of 
five for the United States, five 
for Great Britain, three for Japan 
and two each for France and Italy. 

New Proposal by U. S. . 

The United States intends to pro- 
pose that the capital ship holiday 
be extended from 1931 to the expi- 
ration of the Washington treaty in 
1936, presupposing another general 
conference at that time, which may 
see the elimination of the battle- 
ship as a fighting unit. 

The recent negotiations between 
this nation and Great Britain, car- 
ried on in personal conversations 
between MacDonald and Ambassa- 
dor Dawes in London, dealt almost 
entirely with cruiser strength. The 
virtual agreement reached would 
apply the Hoover “yardstick” to 
measure fighting strength. 

Under it, the British would have 
a gross cruiser tonnage of 339,000, 
and the United States from 285.,- 
000 to 300,000. The only remain- 
ing point of difference deals with 
how 30,000 tons of cruisers shal! 
be distributed by the United States, 
whether in three 10,000-ton cruis- 
ers with eight-inch guns or in four 
7500-ton cruisers with six-inch 
guns. 

Uader the “vardstick”” plan the 

fighting strength of the two fleets 
would be theoretically asaquivalent. 
This takes into consideration. the 
age, speed and armaments of in- 
dividual ships. 
To meet the needs of the two 
nations, Great Britain would have 
@ perponderance of small cruisers 
whaije the United States would have 
an advantage in larger ships of 
this class.

Caraway is the author of 
the resolution by which the Sen- 
ate, moved by the Shearer dis- 
closures and by evidences of lob- 
bying in connection with the pend- 
ing tariff bill, authorized a genera] 
lobby investigation by a subcom- 
mittee of the Judiciary.

The naming of a Democrat £s 
the head of an important subcom- 
mittee by a Republican committee 
chairman is almost if not quite un- 
precedented. 

As associates of Caraway, Sen- 
ator Norris named Borah (Rep.), 
of Idaho; Robinson (Rep.), of In- 
diana; Blaine (Rep.), of Wiscon- 
sin. and Walsh (Dem.), of Mon- 
tana, 

The selection thus complies with 
the custom which gives a major- 
ity of the membership of all com- 
mittees to the majority party. 
There is, however, only one regular 
Republican on it—Robinson of In- 
diana. The rest are Democrats or 
progressives. 

Notable on the list is Thomas » 2 
Walsh of Montana, the man who did 
more than anyone else in uncover- 
ing the Teapot Dome and Elk Hills 
oil scandals of the Harding admin- 
istration.

Tough con- 
victs who scoffed at discipline 
might get five days in the dungeon 
to make them respect the regula- 
tions. 
Pardue had the punishment re- 
peatedly. Pardue was known, in 
his later days in the prison, as ex- 
ceedingly hard-boiled. He had 
been tractable at first, but’ six 
months after he was committed, in 
1925, he had a fight with his Ne- 
xro cellmate and killed him, After 
that he was regarded by fellow 
prisoners as the apogee of tough- 
ness. His reputation undoubtedly 
led to his being “taken up” by Dan- 
iels. 
Ringleaders Often In Dungeon. 
Pardue, Daniels, A. H. Davis, 
Red Riley and Majors were all fa- 
miliar figures in dungeon, Perhaps 
there is significance in the fact 
that the four ringleaders were men 
hard hit by the drastic punish- 
ments meted out under Colorado 
law. 
The possibility that food at the 
institution had contributed to the 
jailbreak was disregarded by offi- 
cials. The men in the prison ap- 
pear to be well fed. A typical bill 
of fare follows: Breakfast, corn- 
meal mush and syrup, bread and 
coffee; luncheon, chile con carne, 
milk and bread; dinner, frankfurt- 
ers and sauerkraut, bread and tea. 
Coffee was served every morning: 
Milk was served at luncheon five 
days at least a week. Tea was al- 
ways served with the evening meal. 
Last Christmas Daniels sang at 
the convicts’ entertainment. 
Daniel’s bad record, however, 
caused the Warden to issue &n 
order that Daniels was not to sing 
again at any convict concert. 

A Routine Day. 
A recent routine day at the peni- 
tentiary was as follows: The first 
bell rang at 6:50 o’clock. At 7:10 
the first trusties, due to go to 
work at 7:45, marched to the mess 
hall. The other men breakfasted 
at 7:30. All but the 150 or more 
idle men were at work by 8 
o’clock. The idle men were locked 
in their cells until 10 o’clock. 
They were then turned into the 
bullpen under guard. Meanwhile 
100 men were at work in the license 
plate shop, another 100 in the 
laundry, another 100 in the kitchen 
and bakeshop and a smaller num- 
ber of men in the blacksmith shop. 
Certain gangs would leave under 
guard to do work on the roads, to 
tend the Canon City park. grounds, 
directly across from the penitenti- 
ary. Or to work on the coal pile. 
Both idle men and workers 
lunched from about 11:50 to 12:20. 
Thereafter they were taken back to 
their cells. The workers then had 
an hour in the bulipen, then went 
back to work, quitting about 56 
o’clock. An average work day 
consisted of seven hours. The idle 
men got about three ours daily in 
the bullpen, and the rest of the 
time they were locked in their 
cells. 
Dinner was over a few minutes 
after 6. The men were then locked 
in their cells... They could read 
papers or magazines until 9 or, if 
two men were together in a cell, 
could converse in whispers. At 9 
the lights went ou. 
The convicts every other Sunday 
saw a moving picture show. They 
had a weekly baseball game. On 
holidays they played ball and some- 
times boxing bouts were arranged, 
Guard Stowe organized a bend and 
a choir. 
All in all, Canon City prison was 
an institution administered on 
humane lines, but two desperate 
riminals were able to upset the en- 
tire system.

Two Revolvers Found; Two Con- 

victs Put in Solitary. j=, |

CANON CITY, Colo. Oct. 1.— 
Coincident with commitment of a 
second convict to solitary confine- 
‘ment, officers discovered two revol-

vers hidden in a coal pile at Colo- 
rado State penitentiary, the scene 
of a recent mutiny. One Official 
said he was certain five convicts in 
the prison were armed—that is, 
they had arms hidden. 

Convict Charles Davis was or- 
dered placed in solitary confine- 
ment. Soon after this action the 
two revolvers were found and Leo 
W. McGenty, Denver gunman, was 
ordered confined. Both of these 
men, Warden F. E. Crawford said, 
were in possession of weapons when 
the mutiny broke out. Identity of 
a third convict suspected was not 
medé known. 

The weapons thought to be still 
in possession of convicts include a 
shotgun, a 30-30 rifle and three re- 
volvers., 

Fifty men have been examined 
in the Warden’s office. Out of ha- 
tred for others, the fear of “stool 
pigeons” or fear of being called 
that, prisoners tell many and con- 
flicting stories. Warden Crawford 
said many of the convicts were so 
excited they did not know what had 
happened. Some may be deliber- 
ately lying to incriminate enemies, 
other officers saiz. 

Eddie Ives, Denver slayer sen- 
tenced to go tio the gallows this 
week, is likely to win a temporary 
suspension of sentence until the sit- 
uation at the prison becomes more 
settled. An execution with the at- 
mosphere of the prison surcharged 
as it is, might result in serious con- 
sequences, officers say.

State’s Objections Overruled. 

Over repeated objections of the 
prosecution, the girl told of going 
to Duneav’s apartment with him 
and Mickey O’Neil, a Hollywood 
booking agent, who had reviewed 
her song and dance act for Pan- 
tages at a neighborhood theater. 
Duneav is charged by the defense 
with “framing” the girl’s attack 
charge against the theatrical mag- 
nate to collect a $500,000 damage 
suit.

LIGHT SYSTEM TO 
BE READY NOV. I 


It Will Be Operated by a Mas- 
ter Control at Jefferson 


Installation-of 11 automatic stop- 
go traffic signals along widened 
Olive street will be completed by 
Nov. 1 and they will be put in 
service on or about that date, Rey- 
burn P. Hoffman, city traffic en- 
gineer, announces today. 

The signals will be hooked up 
with a master control at Jefferson 
and Olive streets, whence “he en- 
tire system may be operated. Ex- 
periments will be made o deter- 


mine the most efficient plan of 
operation. At first the signals will 
be changed every 70 seconds to 
permit a maximum speed of 25 
miles an hour on Olive street. 

The new signals will be at 
Twelfth boulevard, Fourteenth 
street, Sixteenth street, Eighteenth 
street, Twenty-first street, Jeffer- 
son avenue, Leffingwell avenue, 
Garrison avenue, Compton avenue, 
Channing avenue (Locust-Lindell 
cutoff), and Theresa avenue, with 
the present signal at Grand and 
Lindell boulevards remaining in 
use. 

Lights will alternate green, am- 
ber and red and left turns will be 
prohibited at least at the outset. 
A plan to prohibit left turns out of 
Olive street and to permit left 
turns into Olive stfeet is under con- 
sideration. 

A complex system of signals has 
been worked out for the involved 
Lindell-Locust cut-off where traf- 
fic enters from six directions. One 
set of signals, similar to those 
elsewhere on Olive street, will con- 
trol most of the automobile traf- 
fic while another set, suspended 
overhead, will guide street cars 
and other traffic moving to and 
from the western section of Olive 
street. 

The complete signal system will 
cost the city about $10,000, of 
which $4000 will go for signais and 
$6000 for labor, power installation 
and supplies. The signals will be 
so constructed that they may be 
cut off from the master control 
and operated individually when 
traffic conditions demand.

LABOR MEN OPEN 
TORONTO MEETING 


Welcoming Spceches Made 
at Convention of Amer- 
ican Federation Which 
Will Last 11 Days. | 


By the Associated Press. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Oct. 1.— 
Delegates from all organized labor 
bodies of the United States, with 
fraternal representatives of the la- 
bor movement of Canada and Great 
Britain on hand as well, assembled 
here today for the forty-ninth an- 
nual convention of the American 
Federation of Labor. A program 
extending through 11 full days of 
sessions and touching upon matters 


of industry and politics affected by 
labor interest was laid before the 
union representatives. Welcoming 
speeches and responses were made 
this morning. 


William Green, president of the 
federation, and his executive coun- 
cil presented also at the opening 
session their report of a year’s ac- 
tivity. It suggested increased re- 
striction of immigration, particu- 
larly of Latin-American immigra- 
tion; attention to problems raised 
by displacement of human labor by 
machines; a program of support 
for old age pension systems in all 
industries; maintenance of nonpar- 
tisan political effort to obtain 
friendly representatives in Con- 
greas, and a campaign to double 
membership of labor unions. The 
long labor fight against use of 
court injunctions in labor disputes 
was included. 


Unionization of the textile work- 
ers in the South is described as “an 
outstanding labor development of 
the year” in the report of the exec- 
utive council. 

Membership in the Federation 
for 1929 was placed at 2,933,545. 
In 1928 it was 2,896,063. The high- 
est mark in Federation member- 
ship was attained in 1920 when it

Dinner Hurried in Antarctic, 


Before the broéadcast started at 
11 p. m., New York time (5 p. m. 
at the barrier), word was received 
that the expedition had dined early 
so that the clatter of dishes might 
not mar the reception. 

The message follows: 

“For nearly a year we have been 
completely cut off from civiliza- 
tion except for radio. For half a 
year longer it will be our only 
touch with the world. It would 
perhaps, be difficult for you to 
visualize what it means to us to 
hear the voices of our friends on 
the other side of the world, 10,000 
miles away, and so we are more 
grateful to you than you can real- 
ize for your friendly talks to us and 
for inviting some of our other 
friends to join you. It may interest 
you to know that though our 
springtime has come, it was 55 be- 


low. zero last night, and for the/ 


month of September our average 
temperature was, so far as we 
know, 10 degrees colder than any 
temperature ever recorded for Sep- 
tember in‘the history of the world. 
“This month has so far. broke 
the world's record. We find that 
the average temperature for this 
part of the south polar region runs 
20 degrees colder than the same 
latitude in the north polar regions. 
“It is fascinating to be able to 
study a continent in the clutches of 
an ftce age. We are living, in, ef- 
fect; in another world whose purity 
and cold beauty is equaled only by 
its utter isolation and loneliness. 
“IT have often wondered how the 
Eskimos would like living at Little 
America. In the Arctic he has 
much life about him, polar bear, 
musk ox, reindeer, hare, fox, wolf, 
etc. Here there is no life except 
that which sojourns in the summer 
on the water’s edge. The snow 
melts off the lowland-in the sum- 
mer for the iskimo. Here at Lit- 
tle America he would never lay his 
eyes on that. He would find it 
much colder and he could see his 
breath freeze at 70 below zero, and 
he would have to protect himself 
from falling down bottomless 
crevasses. ~~ 
“Instead of building igloos, the 
Eskimo and his dog would live 
under the snow like moles under 
the ground. It would take a whole 
book to deal with it, so I'll ring off. 
“My very best wishes to you, in 
which greeting all other inhab- 
itants of Little America join.

The proposes system wid free 
the individua! Judges ftom the 
pleas of politicians «nd other per- 
sons of influence whe might desire; 
to get friends excused frum serv- 
ice, and wouid also ename the 
courts to funttion with a minimum 
number of jurors. : 

Complaints nave been mide that 
some Judges follow a practice of 
summoning many more j6016 than 
they need in order to fla.ter poli- 
ticjans and others — co.nplying 
with -their aden ten favors ip 
excusing jurors. 

It also was pointed out that if 
jurors aie discribuie’ from one 
courtroom it would be impossible 
for lawyers an¢ titigants to know 
in advance the names of the men 
who would serve in any particular 
courtroom. 

Records in the office o' Sheriff 
Strodtman, who is *espo: sible for 
obtaining jurors on the requisitions 
of Judges, indicate that the Judges 
in elvil divisions order on an aver- 
age of about 75 jurors each week 
and the Judges in crimival divi- 
sions an average of about 150 jur- 
ors. 

During a typical week m June, 
Judges ordered 1020 jurcrs, 749 
were served with summo.tes and 
443, more than haif of the number 
served, were excused for various 
reasons.

Mooney 
does the punting for the team and 
as he is rated among the best in 
the East in that department Cap- 
tain Joe Lintzenich will have a 
real job on his hands. The Billi- 
ken captain however need only to 
keep up his 48-yard average of the 
Davis-Elkins game to make good 
Lintzenich's punts in Saturday's 
game were almost perfect.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—The pitch- 
ing problems of the Cubs and Ath- 
letics are so entirely different that 
it is next to impossible to point out | 
any marked superiority on either 
side. In catching, however, it is 
entirely different with the Athletics 
owning a big edge. And superior- 
ity here often has a telling eae 
on a whole series. 

To-make the pitching question a 
little clearer. The big problem for 
Mack is to stop the heavy right- 
hand batters of the Cubs. Wheth- 
er to attempt it with left-handers 
or take a chance on a right-hander 
like Earnshaw will make Mack 
scratch his head. 

On the other hand, the Cubs 
have no left-handed ace and must 
depend largely upon right-hand- 
ers to stop the mixed batting order 
of the American Leaguers. 


Has No Equal. 


The big edge of the A’s behind 
the bat is not one of experience 
and knowledge but of actual pow- 
er and youthful snap. No catcher 
in either league is quite the equal 
of Mickey Cochrane. For that rea- 
son I selected him on my All-Star 
team, as did most every other base- 
ball man. You couldn't get away 
from it, no matter how clever other 
backstops may seem to you. 

Cochrane not only is an aggres- 
sive fighter, but he is one of the 
real sluggers of the game. Neither 
of the Cubs’ catchers is within 57 
points of him in hitting. Cochrane 
hit .325 for the year, but the gen- 
uineness of his record is indicated 
in his having caught in 131 of the 
147 games played by the Athletics. 
A catcher who can work that 
often is a real man... But.for a fel- 
low to catch day after day and still 
rank with the leadifig hitters is 
remarkable. In thé old days, Rog- 
er Bresnahan was a catcher of that 
type and his steady work in the 
1905 series against the Athletics 
was a most important factor. Coch- 
rane is the type of catcher who

There are certainly no advan- 
tages in the statistical records of 
the several pitchers when taken 
as groups. For that reason, it is, 
in my opinion, a very even propo- 
sition. It is so even in fact, that I 
regard the pitching as the pivotal 
factor in the whole _ series. The 
uncertainty of individuals perform- 
ing according to expectations will 
probably decide the winner of the 
series, 


Personally, I have the feeling 
that Mack's left handers will have 
a tough job trying to stop the right 
handers, Hornsby, Stephenson, 
Cuyler and Wilson.

from experience. 

An interesting twist to the situ- 
ation is the off day on Sunday in 
Philadelphia and also the one in 
traveling from Chicago.

Remember, 
though, it may also help the Cubs 
if the man they figure on comes 
through. 


Advantages After Backfire. 


Those supposed advantages ‘often 
back-fire as world series managers 
well know. Suppose, for instance, 
the man selected to appear three 
times should lose his first and also 
his second game. Then all plans 
would go awry and it would be a 
case Of catch-as-catch can. That 
often happens. The rarest thing in 
baseball is for a carefully worked 
out plan to run according to sched- 
ule. I would not be a bit surprised 
if two smart old veterans like Nehf 
and Quinn cut quite a figure be- 
fore fight is over. 
To get back to .he catching. In 
Cy Perkins, the A’s have another 
excellent man, but I doubt very 
much whether he will do any work | 
unless Cochrane is knocked out by | 
accident or illness. Mack knows 
the advantage of keeping Coch- 
rane in there for his batting as 
well as his aggressive spirit. 
The Cubs have two experienced 
and reliable catchers, but neither 
is regarded as a heavy hitter. 
Gonzales has batted .268 and Tay- 
lor .27§. Both, though, have been 
in the\game much longer than 
Cochrane or Perkins and their ex- 
perience will help a lot. It was a 
big factor in the Cubs’ pennant vic- 
tory. 
I have seen Gonzales called on 
many times to help out a catching | 
situation and I have never known | 
him to fail. He is a fintshed | 
workman with the heart of a lion. 
The same can be said of Tayior, |

It is fair to assume that Coch- | 
rane wil do all the catching for | 
the Mackmen as he has done all | 
season, Therefore we must base 
calculations on his work against 
that of Taylor and Gonzales.

MADISON, Va., Oct. 7.—A tree 
trunk, felied by the wind across 
the upper stretch of the Rapidan 
River in the willerness of the Biue 


Ridge Mountains, became a his- 
toric landmark yesterday. 

The President of the United 
States and the Prime Minister of 
Great Britain sat upon it, dangled 
their feet over the racing waters of 
the stream, smoked their pipes, and 
talked about the relationship of the 
two great naval powers to the 
peace of the world. 

. Both men were in “roughing 
clothes.” Ramsay MacDonald 
was said to have started out in 
tweed knickers and Herbert 
Hoover in the leggings which he 
straps around whatever pair of 
trousers he happens to be wearing 
when he cCecides to take a walk. 
They were alone for about three- 
quarters of an hour. 

A warm sun came up after a 
night which buried all at Rapidan 
camp under thick layers of 
blankets. MacDonald slept in one 
of the guest cabins about 100 yards 
from the Hoover “shack,” and his 
daughter, Miss Ishbel, in an ad- 
joining guest. cabin. 

Oatmeal and Pancakes. 

Breakfast was served at 8 o’clock 
in the community dining hall. Oat- 
meal, or as MacDonald would call 
it, “porridge,” griddle cakes, sau- 
sage and eggs were the heavier 
dishes. 

‘After breakfast Mr. Hoover and 
Mr. MacDonald and the other 
members of the party, Mrs. Hoo- 
ver, Miss MacDonald, Secretary of 
State Henry L. Stimson, Sir Robert 
Van Sittart, who is MacDonalid’s 
secretary; R. L. Craigie, chief of

pipes. Later they. went for a 
horseback ride.

Dinner was served at 2 o’clock.

For Funeral of Dr. Stresemann 


Ruffle of Muffled Drums, Roar of Black- 
Streamered Planes as Last Honors Are 
Paid to German Statesman.

BERLIN, Oct. 7.—Gustav Strese- 


mann, Foreign Minister of the 
German Republic, yesterday was 


buried with ceremonies participat- 
ed in by Germans of ali. political 
faiths except the extreme Natiofal- 
ists and Communists. 

The ruffle of muffled drums and 
the roar of biack-streamered air- 
planes circling above sounded 
througtout the Reichstag Square, 
where 20,000 persons packed vir- 
tually every inch of space and 
waited hours to pay the last honor 
of the nation to the man who had 
worn himself out in its service. Dr. 
Stresemann, when he died sudden- 
ly last Thursday. was only 61 years 
old and his physicians said he re- 
peatediy had disregarded warnings 
that his health could not stand the 
strai: of his intensive work. 

The treetops and even the top of 
the great Victory monument in the 
square were crowded. 

Within the Reichstag the bier 
was flanked by tall candles on the 
raised dais of the President's 
chair. Uniformed students formed 
the guard of honer. All members 
of the legislative body were pres- 
ent except those of the extreme 
right and left. 

Diplomats in their brilliant uni- 


forms were in the baicony besid< 
the former Imperial box. The 
House members rose as Frau 
Stresemann and her two sons en- 
tered the box with President Paul 
von Hindenburg. The Berlin phil- 
harmonic orchestra played the 
overture to “Coriolanus..” 

The work of Dr. Stresemann 
raised -Germany “from  heipless- 
ness back to an equal place among 
nations,” said Chancellor Herman 
Mueller as he began his eulogy. 

“Dr. Stresemann will go down 
in history as the’ builder of Ger- 
many’s resurrection. It is our task 


-to continue his work in hig spirit. 


We have lost a great statesman 
and jeader who, in the words of 
Goethe, was a man, and that means 
a fighter.” 

The funeral cortege was headed 
by a corps of mounted police and 
following the body on foot were 
the Stresemann sons, President 
Von Hindenburg, Sir Eric Drum- 
mond. Secretary General of the 
League of Nations: Dr. Hjalmar 
Schacht, president of the Reichs- 
bank: Vice President Von Kardorff 
of the Reichstag and the entire 
diplomatic corps.

Declares Circuit Judges 
‘Rejoice in Public De 
mand for More Efficiency 
and Speed.’ 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.-—Chief 
Justice Taft, in behalf of the an- 
nual conference of Circuit Judges 
over which he presided. issued a 
statement yesterday calling on 
Feneral. courts throughout the 
country to lead in accomplishing 
the reforms which President Hoo- 
ver hopes will result from his law 
enforcement commission headed 
by former Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham. 

The Chief Justice warned the 
public that it must not look for 
too rapid improvement in law en- 
forcement. He said “the confer- 
ence greatly rejoices at the urgent 
demand by the public generally for 
more efficiency, more speed and 
more certainty in the prosecution 
of the general criminal law which 
has led to the ap 
President of a great commission for 
the discussion and adoption of new 
methods, and a greater efficiency 
and dispatch in the consideration 
and proseestion of crime. 

Much Remains to Be Done. 

“The Federal system for the 
punishment, of vielations of the 
Federal] criminal statutes offers an 


to tead hm the matter of this re- 
form, Congress has been engaged 
in the last few yéars in stiffening 
the prosecution of violations of 
Federal criminal laws, and in ren- 
dering more efficient the proced- 
ure in such cases. But the work- 
ing out of these changes is neces- 
sarily sifw, and we must pot look 
fer too rapid improvement. Much 
remains to be done in this regard.” 

The conference will ask Congress 
to provide that all criminal cases 
be expedited as soon as they reach 
a Circuit Court of Appeals, and be 
heard not later than the session 
following that in which they are 
filed.

Everything seems to be standard- 


ized, even cooking. Where guess.

In view of Mr. 


MacDonald's visit 


to this country, the part his wife, who died 18 years 
ago, played in his career is especially interesting.

RAMSAY MacDONALD, who 
J is now in the United States, is 
® a figure of romance as well as 
of political significance. He was 
born in what was then a primitive 
village named Lossiemouth, in Mo- 
rayshire, to the far north of Scot- 
land, from parents of peasant stock. 
His mother was a woman of pro- 
found piety and of sterling charac- 
ter, and during the years that the 
little Ramsay grew and eagerly as- 
similated the learning available in 
the village school she became 
known as the.saint of the village; 
in every house where there was 
trouble, there Jeanette Ramsay was 
called on as a friend and helper. 


Ramsay's abilities were recog- 
nized by the village dominie, who 
carried him along as far as he was 
able and who encouraged him as 
he grew toward manhood to strike 
out for London. There he starved 
in a garret, doing any work he 
could pick up. Presently we find 
him writing for a newspaper and 
acting as secretary for a Libera! 
M. P. Already a stir was in the 
air which was soon to brew a big 
storm. He was beginning to speak 
on many street corners and in mon- 
ster meetings at Traflagar Square, 
and John Burns and Keir Hardie 
were elected to Parliament, the lat- 
ter wearing his miner’s cap when 
he joined the aristocratic assembly. 
Ramsay MacDonald threw in his 
lot with these insurgent forces and 
accepted nomination as candidate 
for Parliament. 


A-first fruit of MacDonald’s 
sparse living and of ardent agi- 
tations came in the form of an ill- 
ness which laid him low in St. 
Thomas’ Hospital across the 
Thames and facing the Houses of 
Parliament and Westminster. 
There was brought to him a check 
for his campaign under the signa- 
ture of M. E. Gladstone. This was 
but a name to him, whether male 
or female he knew not. His for- 
mal acknowledgment followed. And 
in a small diary Margaret Ethel 
Gladstone’s under date of May 29. 
1895, one reads: “First letter from 
J. R. MacDonald”; while a little 
later came a second note: “First saw 
him Pioneer Club, June 13, 1895." 
on which date he took part in a 
debate on Socialism, with Margaret 
Gladstone, unknown to him, in the 
audience. It was not until) the fol- 
lowing summer that MacDonald 
saw her. A year later they became 
engaged, and in November 1896 
they were married. 


AMSAY MacDONALD’S wife 
R va been so potent a part of 

her husband's life that al- 
though she died years ago I can 
never think of him and her as 
apart. She was the youngest 
daughter of Dr. John Hall Giad- 
stone, a distinguished chemist and 
the successor of Faraday at. the 
Royal Institute. Margaret's moth- 
er was a niece of the Thomas 
brothers, famous physicists, one of 
whom became Lord Kelvin. Her 
parents had ample private means. 
For many years Margaret’s father 
devoted himself to school-board 
work at a time when this was a 
truly liberal undertaking. He was 
gentle and wise in character: “a 
quiet and reverent man,” is Ram- 
say MacDonald's tender “description, 
“whose wealth, intellectual distinc- 
tion, and liberality of thought 
reigned over all.” Religion and 
charity were the dominating atmos- 
phere of the household; and as 
Margaret grew and her experiences 
ripened, religion and charity 
claimed her more and more. But 
gradually the forms of expression 
changed. In her Sunday schoo! 
class and in her charity organiza- 
tion society visiting. she faced the 
wrongs of the downtrodden. The 
ferment of social duty was stirring 
the depths of her being. Charity 
was not enough. Her own life was 
running over with blessings. “How 
could she share them? Thus by 
1895 she had groped her way, as 
her husband described it, from “the 
human pity. which was her inheri- 
tance, to the reforming faith, which 


fills the neighboring Bayswater 
road.”’ 

When MacDonald told Margaret 
Gladstone of his love, he spoke of 
his mother, of her poverty in this 
world’s goods, of her remarkable 
tharacter, and of her brave strug- 
gle for her son. He would wish 
that the woman who was to share 
his life should share his love and 
his reverence for her. The bond 


which came to bind the two women 
together was a very rare one. “I 
always hoped that, if I ever mar- 
ried, my husband’s mother would 
be living and ‘would like me,” she 
had written, in her first letter 
And.in a later letter she wrote: 
“My dear Mother!” I am so giad 
to be able to write those three 
words together.” Her own mother 
had died when she was born, and 
the love of older sisters and de- 
voted aunts and a doting grand- 
mother seems to have left a place 
vacant in her heart. 

MacDonald took his wife up to 
Lossiemouth*to see his mother and 
his childhood’s home almost. as 
s00n as they were made man and 
wife. There they took their chil- 
dren for their vacations And there 
they used to leave them when 
they went on their many Journey. 
ings—for Mr. MacDonald is an in- 
veterate traveler, and wherever he 
went his wife went, too. This was 
not merely the Englishwoman’s 
habit of cleaving unto her mate. 
It was the passionate desire for 
another and yet another honey- 
moon. “We are going away once 
more into liberty to be together.” 
MacDonald described their start- 
ing upon one of these journeys. The 
children they were sure would be 
well and more than happy with 
his mother. Thus they visited 
Canada and the United States, 
Australia, South Africa and last- 
ly India, besides making many 
journeys to nearby places; and 
each time they returned to wel- 
coming friends and duties and 
found their immediate family cir- 
cle unbroken. 


acDONALD records that his 
wife was an inveterate worker 
for the down-trodden and the 
unenfranchised classes. The end- 
less committees on which she 
served as the chairman or the sec- 
retary were “but the means 
through which her untiring and as- 
piring spirit sought to bring justice 
and beauty into the lives of work- 
ing women”—such are the words 
with which he sums up her activi- 
ties. And always she wanted the 
facts: these she gathere@ for her- 
self from bluebooks or from her 
own investigations. Even at. the 
dead of night she was often out and 
abroad, as when she investigated 
the night employment of women. 
Her findings were recorded care- 
fully in endless notebooks and 
memoranda. “She was the daugh- 
ter of science as well as of religion. 
the descendant of a tong line of 
D.D.’s and LL.D.’s. and F.R.S’s.” 
MacDonald tells of one incident 
‘of which 1! also heard from 
friends) which is full of character 
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externals of all kinds. Never did 
medieval saint pay less attention 
to the “flesh and its decorations.” 

Their most precious hours, he 
says, were in the evenings when he 
was at home and they sat togeth- 
er, she sewing and darning in the 
narrow circumference of lampiight, 
and he reading aloud. , 

“As I write this, there lie by me 
Francke’s Social Forces in German 
Literature, a bookmark halfway 
through it showing at the edges, 
and Brownling’s Ring and the 
Book, also marked about three 
parts through.

here were times, however. when 
T ii wife withdrew from com-

MacDonald 
writes, “a Holy of Holies wnere she 
sat alone and where the presence 
of her dearest was forbidden. In 
the long, dark nights at. Lossie- 
mouth in late autumn and winter. 
with the moan of the sea passing 
over the land like the cry-of toil- 
ing creation, the call of the night 
bird overhead and the mass of 
stars shining above her. she would 
retire within herself and go out.si- 
lently to the shore or. the moors 
in quest of something which haunts 
life like a dim vision of a strange 
beauty. or a confused echo of a 

r away melody.” 

The MacDonalds made their 
home in an ample apartment at 3 
Lincoln's Inn Fields, which provid- 
ed the social center hitherto lack- 
in the Labor Movement. Here 
comrades came from near and far. 
It was often said that they estab- 
lished a “political salon.” But the 
fact was far d'fferent. Théy opened 
their home to their friends, and al! 
comrades were friends, representa- 
tives of every race and every clime. 
who were welcomed itn a spirit of 
amplest hospitality. To the two of 
them Socialism was a religion. 
binding ‘ts converis together, as in 
a church. Amid their guests they 
moved, their quick sympathy and 
unerring memory of names and 
faces making them an ideal host 
and hostess. “Il was ionely until 
that night, but five minutes in 
her home were enough to banish 
my bad mood”—so wrote one who 
in the early years had come to 
London a stranger from Canada.

EARLY "TULIPS FOR 
OR brilliant masses of color In 
early spring, the single and 
double early tulips are indis- 
pensabie. They are the mainstay 
for gorgeous dispiay in tate Aprii 
and early May. They are scmira 
biy adapted for formai beds aud 
for color borders. While the tate 


tulips with their taller stems and 
larger flowers have somewhat out- 
stepped the earlies in popular fa- 
vor, there is a color biank in the 
garden“if the early types of tulips 
are omitted. 

The early tulips cover the full 
range of color in the tulip tribe, 
glowing scariets. golden yellows, 
pure whites, delicate pinks, roses, 
crimsons, with a few lavender and 
purple tones. They also include 
edged and variegated types. Of 
this class. Kaiserkroon, brilliant 
red with a wide band of bright 
yellow is one of the oldest known 
tulips in cultivation and one of the 
largest and most vigorous of the 
single early type. 

The earty tulips are best planted 
in sizable groups of a single color. 
Color cardinal and  vermilion 
brilliant give a splash of dazzling 
red that cannot be surpassed dur- 
ing the year in intensity. They 
lend themselves to all the artistic
